cf the over supply before it is too 
late, but it seems that they are un­ 
able to do this in all instances. 
It is also stated ^ n a t there are 
many places where 
there are so 
many wild grapes that it is an impos­ 
sibility «o see the vines. Every grape 
on the vine seems fully developed, so 
that the season of plenty is evidenc­ 
ed in welcome fashion wherever one 
rests the eye. 
So plentiful, indeed, are the wild 
grapes around La Crosse, that at the 
city 
scales it is not unusual 
for 
farmers to bring in wagon loads of 
them, and have them weighed in 
bulk This is the first year that this 
has happened in the history of the 
scales. It is said that in the Hnkah 
bottoms many 
farmers are putting 
up fifty and a hundred gallons of 
wine. 
The same thing is true of the tame 
grapes, and it is claimed that vines 
which never before have been pro­ 
ductive. to speak of. are laden in the 
same 
fashion 
with 
the 
choicest 
grapes by the wagon load for wine, 
and it is given out as an absolute 
fact that there isn t a barrel to be 
bought, begged or borrowed in any 
town in the section, so great has 
been the demand for the receptables 
en every side. Wine is being put up 
with a plentitude which never before 
has been equalled in this part of 
the country, and it looks very much 
as if there will be some pretty good 
times around the firesides 
of 
La 
Crosse county throughout the on­ 
coming winter months. 
In 
many places, the plums 
are 
said to be as large as eggs, and so 
many of them are there on the trees 
that every breeze shakes scores of 
them to the ground, and the music 
of them dropping onto the leaves is 
to be heard at all times. 
As with the fruits, so it is with 
the nuts, and those who like the deli- 
caej’ will not have 
to 
worry any 
about high prices. Hazel nuts, hick­ 
ory nuts, walnuts and butternuts are 
everywhere 
in 
reckless profusion, 
and there is surely some rare fun in 
store for nutting parties during the 
next few weeks. 
Hundreds of watermelons and can- 
teloupes have gone to waste in La 
Crosse county this summer, according 
to the testimony of farmers, as they 
have simply been unable to dispose 
of them. They became a drug on the 
market long ago and it finally got so 
or-1 that the owneti couldn't even give 
the them away, so surfeited did people 
become with the fruit.

case, when asked for his opinion of j 
the interview given in Paris yester- 
day of Samuel 
Untermyer of New j 
York. Untermyer declared that the 
money trust is the basic influence j 
in the American financial and in- j 
dustrial situation. 
“ No one familiar with the opera- I 
tions of big business can doubt that I 
the conditions expressed under the j 
terms ‘money tru st’ constitute 
the J 
most serious problem of the day/* j 
said Brandeis to the United Press. r 
“This control 
exercised 
by a few 
men in the financial world is more 
dangerous because more extensive 
and more subtle than that exercised 
by the great industrial trusts like 
the Standard OII and the Tobacco 
trusts or any other industrial com­ 
bination. 
“ Powerful as the great industrial 
trusts 
are, it is 
possible * to cure 
them, and if the hill recently intro­ 
duced 
by Senator La Follette 
to 
perfect the Sherman anti-trust law 
is passed and enforced by the de­ 
partment of justice the direct evils 
of industrial combinations can 
be 
eliminated, just 
as the abuses in 
railway management have been 
so 
largely eliminated through the op­ 
eration of the interstate commerce 
act. 
“ But however effective the regu­ 
lation of 
our public 
service cor­ 
poration or however successful we 
may be in suppressing 
industrial 
monopoly it will prove 
impossible 
to protect our industrial and poli­ 
tical liberty unless ways are found 
for curbing the ever-increasing fin­ 
ancial control exercised by the few 
men with their many dependents. 
“ The men are rich but it is not 
the possession of that which they 
own 
which 
creates their 
power. 
They are endangering industrial li­ 
berty by the use of other people’s 
money, largely indeed by the use of 
the money of those upon whom they 
are imposing industrial servitude.”
